MERCHANDISE MART 


Chinese Manufacturers 
Expected in U.S. 


China, through some of its promin- 
ent manufacturers, is expected ta be 
represented in the gigantic Merchan- 
disc Mart, the wortd’s Jargest business 
bullding, now in the course of con- 
struction in Chicago, Hlinois. In this 
mammoth structure, located in the 
transportation centre of America, will 
be a great central market, an all- 
year-round exposition of merchandise 
displays of 2,000 manufacturers, con- 
verters, wholesale distributors and im- 
porters, representing the products of 
several hundred different industries. 
Six and a half miles of plate glass 
windows will be used for the handreds 
of wholesale stores that will line the 
660-foot sales corridors — veritable 
business streets—on all the display 
floors of this 24-storey structure two 
city blocks in length, which will be 
completed in the spring of 1980. 
Owing to the 4,000,000 square feet of 
floor space, it will be possible to 
house the selling and display nctivities 
of many allied concerns on one floor 
and of related groups on adjoining 
floors. 

Many other nations in Europe, as 
well as the Orient, are arranging for 
collective space, in addition to the in- 
terest manifested by the big manu- 
facturers themselves, so that even the 
amallest, manufacturers in these coun- 
tries may be constantly represented 
in this permanent exhibit and display 
centre of the world's best merchan- 
dise. Among the industries which it 
ia expected will have direct represen- 
tation fram Eurape and the Orient in 
this Colossus of Market places are 
arts and gifts, glass, Jamps and china, 
household utilities, furniture,  tapes- 
tries wall hangings. toys, dolls, 
novelties, leather goods. laces, toilet 

sories, perfumeries, fixtures and 
electrical goods, 

The Mart aims to bring together 
under one roof a great community of 
mercantile leaders, presenting the Jat- 
owt ideas, patterns, styles, designs and 
colours in merchandise developed by 
the world’s foremost manufacturers. 
By its very location the Mart will 
mean less time buying and more time 
available for the important problems 
of selling The Mart is within a 
night's journey by railway and three 
hours’ airway from a territory em- 
hracing 40° per cent. of America’s 
population, 48 per cent. of its whole- 
sale sales and 39 per cent. of its re- 
tail outlets 

Chiengo is within bO miles of the 
nation’s centre of manufacturers, with- 
in 170 miles of the centre of the coun- 
try’s population and 270 miles from 
the centre of ovriculture It gives 
the manufacturer and wholesaler the 
opportunity of selling at minimum 
cost the richest: market in the Unit- 
ed States and enables them to cut 
down distribution costs with more 
scientific sales and methods and ¢s- 
tublishment of adequate wholesale 
buying facilitics at the economic, geo- 
graphica], manufacturing and popula- 
tion centre of America. 

An iden of the enormity of the Mart 
may be gained from some of the struc- 
tural facts. Fifty thousand tonsa of 
steel, 200,000 square feet of stone and 
1,850,000 cubic feet of concrete are 
the big items of building 
materials which will go into its con- 
struction. The gigantic structure will 
rest on 458 reinforced caissons with 
truncated cone spreading bases, pro- 
jected 80 to 100 fect below street level 
This is more than twice the number 
of caissons ever before utilized in the 
foundation of any building. In the 
process of constructing the concrete 
eaissona alone 1,260,000 feet of lum- 
ber was utilized. 

There will be 5,400 windows, for 
which 132,000 square feet of glass 
will be required. Provision for the 
lighting is being made on an immense 
acale, There will be 30,000 lighting 
fixtures, requiring 2,000,000 feet of 
wire or the equivalent of 380 miles 
and weighing 60 tons. In the matter 
of ventilation, fans and radiators will 
he used that will deliver 2,000,000 
cubic feet of fresh air per minute, 
enough to furnish air for a quarter 
of a million people. 

Eighteen floors will be used for thr 
year Tound permanent exposition of 
merchandise. On the second floor will 
he the exhibition halls, where tem- 
porary exhibits, fashion shows and 
special displays will be held. The 
main floor will be the grand lobby and 
will contain the buyers’ service de- 
partment, restaurants, barber shop, 
benuty parlour, clear and news stands, 
telephone booths, branch post offices, 
drug store and retail shops. 

The Merchants’ Club will occupy the 
18th to 28rd floors in the tower. 
There will be lounging, reading and 
smoking rooms, grill and service faci- 
lities enabling the visiting retailer to 
rest, relax and meet his friends. On 
the tonmost floor of the tower will be 
a big conventicn hal! with a seating 
capacity of 2,500 for .conventions, 
trade meetings and business confer- 
ences in open air surroundings. 

The arrangement of displays has 
been scientifically worked out bv 
floors, sections and devartments with 
the object of conserving the buyer's 
time ond energy. expediting his exam- 
ination and selection of goods and 
providing for his convenience and com- 
fort while in the market.

Here are the ingredients of a 
novel which might have been writ- 
ten by a very genteel little gover- 
ness early in the last century, had 
there been one found who could 
abandon her mind to write with 
sufficient vulgarity. The famous 
tenor Vencetti, who is of course re- 
markably handsome, goes incognito 
to be music master in a girls’ 
boarding school; that reads like 


a parody of L. T. Meade’s worst 
tales, but is all perfectly serious. 
There is the ill-treated little 
drudge, who is, naturally, an 


heiress who has suffered at the

THE NOVELS 


Of the novels most discussed

during the year, Mr. Thornton 
Wilder's “The Bridge of San Luisa 
Rey,” an exquisitely-written work, 
cannot here be discussed, since it 
was published late in 1927. It 
was by an American, one more of 
the many Americans who are be- 
ginning to repay their debt to 
English literature. Mr. Wells, 
with “Mr. Blettsworthy on Rampole 
Island,” and Mr. Galsworthy, with 
“Swan Song,” reminded — their 
readers of their best works with- 
out equalling them. Mr. Brett- 
Young, with “My Brother Jona- 
than,” fortified his reputation as 
a novelist, carcful and elaborate, 
in the old manner. Mr. Hugh 
Walpole, in “Wintersmoon,” wrote 
what is probably his best book, 
though it is marred by unsupport- 
ed allegations, the conservative 
characters and the reformers both 
having ideas imputed to them 
which are never illuatrated or 
justified by practice: the first 
hypothesis of the book, the mar- 
riage, moreover, being one difficult 
to swallow, granted the characters. 
Miss Margaret Irwin's “Fire Down 
Below,” though fn places interest- 
ing, did not quite fulfil the promise 
of “Stil] She Wished for Company.” 
The two novels this year 
which gave most pleasure, 
were Mr. Henry Williamson’s 
“The Pathway” and Zweig’s “The 
Case of Sergeant Grischa,” a Ger- 
man war-novel, remarkable for its 
fairness, sympathy, strength, and 
vividness.

Whither Is The Government Heading ? 


of the day, be the Government right or the Government 
wrong-—for years the steadfast policy of the London “Times” before 
the advent of the Northcliffe regime—occasions arise to evoke very 
strong criticism. When too many flies spoil the ointment of a 
majority-controlled Government, as in this Colony, the liver of the 
patient is apt to become disordered and he begins to exhibit symp- 
toms of irksomeness. One apparent lapse on the part of the Govern- 
ment may be patiently tolerated and overlooked. When one unto- 
ward incident follows another in rapid succession, it appears that an 
outburst is inevitable. Hence-the query: “Whence is the Govern- 
ment heading?” 

Firstly, there was the complaint voiced the other day in regard 
to a fee for a pipe line and intake on Crown land being raised at one 
fell swoop from one dollar to twelve dollars per annum—the payee 
being notified by an officlat communication dated January 4: four 
days after the increase became operative! Not one word of ex- 
planation as to the necessity for the increase. Simply a brutal 
notice that the fee for the permit had been increased and a request, 
bluntly enough worded, for information whether it was desired to 
renew the permit on the new terms. And so with charges for water 
meters—a blunt demand for payment in advance, heedless of the 
friction that may thereby be caused between landlords and tenants. 
No formal notification through the advertising columns of the 
Press, as in the case of ordinary rates and taxes. 

Why should all the decencies of officialdom be scrapped as if 
those concerned were mere automatons without a scrap of feeling? 
If good dollars are to be demanded, why resort to the methods of 
the barbarians or the ways of the desperadoes of the 
Wild West? Are the ethics of courtesy and good breeding in official 
communications a dead letter in this Colony? Is nothing that the

| Ww" the best desire in the world to approve of the Government 


higher officials do worthy of reasonable notice in advance or worthy 
of a little polite explanation? Do they consider the payees of pipe 
line permits, water meters, and so forth to be so many cattle, to be 
driven hither and thither as officlaldom and Bumbledom think fit? 
Courtesy and civility cost nothing. Why should these virtues become 
rarer than ever in the task of “administering” the Government and 
executing the Government's all-powerful decrees? 

There is yet another instance of Government ineptitude. The 
other day the Police authorities saw fit, presumably on “information 
received,” to make a raid on the house of a well-known Chinese, who 
comes of a respectable family and who holds a responsible position 
here. The raid was made in-his absence. The ladies of his house- 
hold were thrown into a state of panic. He himself has never been 
shown the scarch warrant! His good name has suffered amongst his 
neighbours. And a request on his part for an official letter from the 
Police to his employers, to testify to the most unwarrantable suspi- 
cions for the raid and to its abselute futility, was met with the blunt 
rejoinder that such could not be given because no request for such 
had come from his employers! One could not blame the non-commis- 
sioned officers and the rank and file of the Police—they carried out 
the orders of their superiors in the manner of gentlemen. But have 
the executive not a duty to perform to the loyal Chinese citizen 
whom they have stighted and whose reputation they have besmirch- 
ed? Does it not occur to them that’ a little discreet enquiry in ad- 
vance would have elicited that the so-called “information” could only 
have been prompted by some personal animosity? Can the execu- 
tive hold themselves up as models of what the servants of a truly 
paternal Government ought to be in this so-called progressive 
Colony ? 

ie it not time to ask again: “Whither is the Government head- 
ing?” Is it not time to silence any clamour there may have been 
for an Unofficial majority on the Legislative Council and press for- 
ward most insistently for a Municipality? These are questions that 
are asked in no idle spirit: they are questions, moreover, that.must 
be repeated until the community as a whole can be assured of a fair 
deal on the part of those in high offices. a

Changes on the Peak 

Not for a very long time have 
so many structural changes been 
in progress on the Peak than at 
the present moment. We have 
previously commented upon a few, 
such as those that have been 
effected and some of which are 
still in hand in the vicinity of 
Mount Kellett. At the present 
moment one of the most promin- 
ent jobs on the Pexk, not 
far from the Peak Tramway Sta- 
tion, is the widening of the road 
to the left of the Station, so that 
the motor road may be continued 
for the benefit of a number of 
garages to be built as part of the 
Peak mansions. This alteration 
has caused a very considerable 
upheaval.in the appearance of-the 
road leading up to these houses

present, is widened to something 
approximating its usual appear- 
ance. A little higher up the road 
important changes are in progress 
at a recently constructed 
garage.

in the post war world. French 
money is stabilised at about one 
quarter of its former worth, as 
compared with sterling. The 
writing down of currency has 
been at the expense of the people’s 
savings, which are worth only a 
fraction of what they were, but it 
has stimulated trade. France has 
never been so prosperous. The 
depreciated currency has greatly 
reduced public debt. Government 
creditors lose,-but taxation is 
lightened. So much of Great Bri- 
tain’s wealth is in accumulated 
savings invested all over the 
world that there was much to be 
said for a return to the old stan- 
dard, which means that accumu- 
lated wealth retains its value, and 
that creditors are paid in full. It 
is the policy of honesty, but it has 
benefited those who live on sav- 
ings at the expense of those who 
live by foreign commerce. 


Distressed Miners’ Boys 


The starting of an experimen- 
tal scheme of boy migration from 
the coalfields at Home should 
commend itself to those Austra- 
lians who feel that the compara- 
tive prosperity of their own 
country should give some retief to 
the distressed areas of the 
Mother Country.. The arrange- 
ment should be mutually bene- 
ficial. A gradual absorption of 
newcomers of the right stock 
means increased wealth for Aus- 
tralia, and greater stability for 
its industries, and young people 
are more readily absorbed. The 
coalfields scheme at Home will 
begin on a scale small enough to 
be experimental, and the boys will 
receive a Scout training which in 
itself will select lads of the right 
type, develop in them a sound 
attitude to life, and provide them 
with comrades in Australia. It is 
proposed also to give them enough 
agricultural training at Home to 
take off the most of their “raw- 
ness” to new conditions.

| Annual Report of the 
Committee 


RETURFING A GREEN 

The following report and balance 
sheet for the year ended Decomber 
31, 1928, is to be submitted at the 
aanual general meeting on Friday, 
March 22, at 6.45 p.m.:— 

The working account for the year 
shows a Joss of $287.26, against a 
profit in the preceding year of 
$1,465.92. This loss can be directly 
traced to a few main causes. Owing 
to the closing of the greens in the 
Spring, jess refreshment was pur- 
chased which has had the effect of 
reducing the bar profits. This item 
alone accounts for about 50 per cent. 
of the difference in the results of 
the past two years. Another out- 
standing cause has been the cost of 
retunfing the far green and laying 
out a new tennis court. This ac- 
counts for an increase: in the Repairs 
and Renewals Account of $689, The 
remainder of the difference is spread 
over various items, aand is largely 
due to increased overhead charges. 

Membership 

Forty-four new members joined 
during the year and our membership 
is now as follows:—Six life; 165 
ordinary; 70 semgoing, and four 
honorary, a total of 235 members. 

Club House and Grounds 

During the year the bowling 
green next the tennis court 
practically relaid and the Commit- 
tee had to close the near green for 
a period in order to give it a much- 
needed rest prior to the opening of 
the bowls season. The Committee 
regret that during that period tem- 
porary use had to be made of the 
upper tennis court for lawn bowls. 
Towards the end of the year the 
work of relaying the near bowling 
green was commenced. Your Com- 
mittee trust that members playing 
on these new greens next season will 
exercise every reasenable care. 
Throughout the year under review 
the Club house has been maintained 
in first class condition, only a few 
additions and alterations being 
found necessary. 

Bowls 

As in former years there were 
numerous entries for the Club 
competitions and the games were 
keenly contested. 

Two teams played in the Lawr 
Bowls League, the record of the lst 
team being five wins, seven losdes, 
shots 644, against 718, and finished 
sixth place. The record of the 2nd 
team was seven wins, eight losses 
and one tie, shots for 1,000, against 
906, and finished fifth place. It is 
to be hoped with the increased prac- 
tice of our younger members that 
during the coming season both 
teams will secure better positions in 
the League tables. 

Tennis 

The Committee record with 
pleasure the increased Interest taken 
in tennis and note the keenness 
shown in the six competitions ‘held 
during the year. 

The additional court mentioned in 
last year’s report was put into use 
during the year and has greatly 
alded in relieving congestion.

Engine Power 

The question is sometimes asked 
by motorists, What fraction of 
horse-power does the litre equal? 
The term “litre” as applied to many 
European sports cary is a measure- 
ment. of enginé capacity, and can- 
not be expressed in terms of horse- 
power where a  multi-cylindered 
engine is concerned. In connection 
with motor-cycle engine 100 c.i. 
(Le., one-tenth of a Htre) is some- 
thmes regarded as representing one- 
horse power, as for example, a 
176 cc, engine is designated 134 
horse power. <A car engine, of 
say 10 horse power, is sometimes 
termed 1 litre, a 16 horse power 2 
litre, and s0 on. A good way of 
caloulating the cubic capacity of an 


engine is to obtain the diameter of | 


one of the cyclindars in centimetres 
(there are 10 mm. in a centimetra), 
square it, multiply by 0.7854, which 
is a contant, and multiply the result 
by the length of the stroke (alao in 
centimetres). This is for a single- 
cylinder, so that for a multi-cylinder 
engine you would have to multiply 
by the number of cylinders.

Knocking 

The knock in our engine may re- 
sult from the plunger acting against 
too much resigtance. This ig 
evidenced in the fact that in warm 


weather the knock does not last as 
long as in colder wenther. One 
can permanently overcome this 
knock by drilling a 1-16th inch re- 
lief ole through the centre of the 
plunger at the end of the spring 
inside the oit pump, ‘his will 
by-pass some of the oll, and will 
relieve the knock. After drilling 
this hole it will be necessary to 
rendjust the ail pressure, for some 
of the oil will be lost through this 
hole, and the pressure will drop. 
This method is entirely practical, 
and will overcome the trouble.

Police Action 

Commenting on an announcement 
that two Britons, Messrs. J. E. P. 
Howey and R.C, Gallop, had arrived 
in Sydney and intended to attempt 
to break the motor car speed record 
between Sydney and Melbourne, 
the chief of the Traffic Oontrol 
Branch (Sub-inspector Salts) said 
that the proposal was against the 
law in Victoria, at any rate the 
names of the motorists would be 
taken, and prosecutions would fol- 
low. Section 18 of the Highways 
and Vehicles Act expressly forbade 
the use of motor vehicles in public 
highways for the Purposes of racing 
or trial of speed, and made offen- 
ders liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing £50, Sub-inspector Salts added 
that the police had taken action 
against motorists atlempting to 
break records on previous oceastons. 
Action shortly would be taken 
against two motorists, who had feft 
Melbourne in an attempt to breal 
the record between Melbourne and 
Perth recently. The names of the 
motorists had been taken before 
they left Victoria.

There is a way of absorbing 
the unemployed, and for placing 
the railways on a paying basis 
that has not, as yet, been sug- 
gested by any political party. 
The broad outline of this scheme 
is as follows: 

Some hundreds of miles of 
railway branch lines exist, over 
which regular services are main- 
tained at a considerable loss. It 
is a curious fact that the major- 
ity of such lines run through the 
various distressed areas. The 
mines in these districts are en- 
tirely, or partly, non-productive. 

Buy from the various railway 
companies al] those lines which 
show a steadily decreasing turn- 
over, including the stations, ware- 
houses, workshops, etc. Scrap 
the permanent way and surface 
it with macadam and tar. This 
gives us a motor road equal to 
any in the world. 

The arterial roads thus pro- 
duced would be linked up into a 
system exclusively used by mech- 
anically propelled vehicles. 

There are a number of ways of 
paying for the scheme. The fair- 
est is the Road Fund. Motorists 
pay £40,000,000 a year for roads. 
This amount in itself would pay 
for the whole scheme.

MODERN TYRES 


Additional Work on 
The Car 


We are all rather prone (saya the 
“Motor") to assert at times that a 
certain article in coinmon use is 
not 60 good as it used to be,” and 
this remark is made now and again 
in respect of low-pressure tyres, 
particularly by anyone who has hap- 
pened to have a less fortunate ex- 
perience with his tyre equipment 
than his friends and acquaintances. 
Wide varations in the service given 
by tyres are, as a matter of fact, a 
common experience, but these are 
due to differing conditions of usage 
rather than to variations in the 
make-up of the tyres themselves. 

Few motorists realize that if two 
identical tyres are fitted to two 
seemingly identical cars, then the 
mere facts that these cars may be 
used over differing roads with 
different drivers, differing inflation 
pressures and variations in the 
mechanical adjustment of wheel 
bearings and alignment is sufficient 
to accoum for really extraordinary 
differences in the mileages which 
these tyres will cover before they 
are worn out, although the tyres 
themselves may ‘be proved, by 
laboratory tests, to have identical 
strengths and structures, 


Novel Experiments 


The many ways in which the con- 
ditions of usage alter the mileage 
which can be obtained from a tyre 
have formed the subject of extensive 
experiments by the principal tyre 
companies, Furthermore, it is 
quite clear that the conditions under 
which tyres operate are far more 
onerous than was ‘the case even a 
few years ago, owing to the yreat 
improvements which have taken 
ace in engine and brake design 
and have produced much fiercer ac- 
celeralion and retardation, altera- 
tions in cars and roads permitting 
of greatly increased average speeds, 
the general adoption of  amaller 


; Wheel diameters by car makers and 
‘ the increasing numbers of motorists 


who take vory little interest in their 


cars and are, therefore, guilty of 
running tyres at incorrect pressures 
and oon wheels which are out of 


alignment or wobbling. 
Effect of Average Speed 

On the subject of average speeds 
some interesting comparative tests 
have been made to show how in- 
creased slip and the greater heat 
developed in the cover affect the 
lyres as the speed gets greater. For 
this purpose certain test cara were 
tuken und were first driven over 
selecfed routes with the drivers 
instructed to maintain 
wherever possible and to take 'bénds 
and hills as fast as considerations of 
safety would permit. The tests 
were then repeated, but with the 
speed limited to 35 mupsh. and a 
corresponding reduction in the rate 
at which corners were negotiated. 
whereupon the mileage obtained 
from the tyres was found to be 
nearly 100 per cent. greater than 


that obtained in the previous test at | 


a higher speed. 

As regards acceleration, there are 
many cars in which a sudden open- 
ing of the throttle, using an indirect 
gear, will result in quite consider- 
able slip between the treads of the 
rear tyres and the road, although 
the driver may actually not be 
aware that wheelspin is taking 
place if the surface be dry. Ob- 
viously, during acceleration of this 
kind the heavy torque of the cover, 
and the slip between the engine is 
tranemitted to the tread and the 
road has a rasping effect on the 
former, tending to grind away the 
rubber. 

Frequent use of the brakes to 
the full extent fs even more de- 
structive of the treads than rapid 
acceleration, and here, again, tests 
have been made which gave very 
interesting results. For this

purpose a car was stopped at in- 
tervals of a quarter of a mile, 
being accelerated to 35 m.p.h. be- 
tween each pair of stops, while 
full use was made, of the brakes to 
get as high an average Bpeed as 
possible. After 100 miles of this 
treatment as much rubber was 
worn off the treads as would nor- 
mally disapear in the course of 
several thousand miles of ordinary 
running. 

The importance of maintaining 
the correct inflation pressure has 
again and again been emphasized in 
“The Motor” and elsewhere, and 
quite recently a strong campaign 
was carried out urging owner- 
drivers to test their tyre pressures 
every Triday. No excuse, how- 
ever, is needed for again returning 
to this subject, as the wear of the 
treads is so extraordinarily suscept- 
ible to the pressure existing within 
the cover, 


Under-Inflation and Wear 


When this pressure is too low, 
the Joad on the tyre naturally 
spreads the tread over a greater 


area of contact with the road, and 
a scraping action is set up, parti- 
cularly at the sides, which rapidly 
abrades the tread pattern. In ad- 
dition, of course, under-inflation 
strains the walls of the cover. 
Pumping the tyres up to too high 
a pressure, on the other hand, de- 
creases the aren of contact until 
adhesion is reduced considerably 
and the tyre rendered much more 


Hable to slip on the road under the: 


forces exerted by acceleration or 
braking. 
Furthermore, when the — pres- 


sure ds too high the wheel js much 
more liable to bounce clear of the 
road surface and will spin when fn 
the air, subesquently being braked 
by the rond aurface when it ance 


again makes contact—an action 
which is very destructive ta the 
trend, Consequently, the pressure 


shoud be kept within fairly narrow 
Umite, which makes the use of a 
gauge essential, it being impossible 
to estimate the conditions obtaining 
in the tyres with accuracy by any 
other means. 


Front-Wheel Alignment 


When there is the matter of front- 
wheel alignment, which also has an 
important influence upon the rate of 
tread wear, In the course of its 
life a car is driven at fairly high 
speeds over many minor obstruc- 
tions, such as level-crossings, un- 
noticed potholes or ridges 
in the road, etc. and = may 
also be bumped over kerba 
when manoeuvring or entering 
garages, All these shocks and 
blows are taken by the front wheels 
and are liable to put them out of 
alignment by slightly springing the 
tie-rod which connects the steering 
arms, It is also quite possible 
to put the rear wheels out of align- 
ment by similar hard usage. 

In this connection, a census was 
taken of 25 representative cars in 
daily use of which seven were found 
to have their front wheels mis- 
aligned to an extent in excess of the 
'y-in. toe-in usually allowed; in 
two cases the rear wheels were out 
of «alignment; and in a further 
seven cars both front and rear 
wheels were misaligned to a certain 
extent. 

Wheels are also often distorted by 
a side blow and thereafter run in a 
wobbling atate, of which the driver 
is wholly unaware, as naturally he 
never has the opportunity of watch- 
ing the wheels when the car is run- 
ning. We have often observed cars 
on the road with wobbling wheels, 
and have wondered in how many 
cases the owner-driver was aware of 
this defect. Certainly most owner- 
drivers could get a much better mile- 
age from their tyres were they to 
check the inflation pressure more 
frequently, while everyone should 
insist upon having the alignment of 
the wheels checked whenever the 
ear is sent into a service depot for 
overhaul.

Impressions of Nash

BRITISH OUTPUT 

Generally speaking, the aim of 
British car manufacturers during 
the past decade has been threefold. 
They have sought increased engine 
efficiency, mechanical simplification 
for the benefit of the owner-driver, 
and added comfort and refinement. 
True to the national instinct, they 
have not sought to imitate foreign 
cars, but have worked out their own 
designs, with the result that the 
British car has individuality. More- 
over, for all-round excellence, we 
believe that it is dncomparable—an 
opinion confirmed again and again 
by the personal handling of British 
and foreign vehicles.

WORLD RECORDS 


International Awards 
Announced 


The International Association of 
Recognised Automobile Clubs in 
Paris, through the American Auto- 
mobile Association, has just  an- 
nounced the award of six additional 
world records and fifteen additional 
international records for sustained 
speed and endurance to the 
Studebaker President Bight.

Whole House Gutted 


| DISASTROUS FIRE 
' Completely 


TWO HOURS’ FIGHT 


A disastrous fire occurred in 
Jervois-street early yesterday mern- 
dng, resulting in a whole house being 
completely gutted. 

The building involved was house 
' No. 72, occupied by a Chinese firm 
of California merchants. It started 
on the ground floor, where a quan- 
tity of cloth was elored. Thiea fed 
the flames well and they spread 
rapidly, with the result that, in spite 
of the fact that the Fire Brigade 
arrived promptly on the scene, they 
found the fire had already spread 
to the upper floors and had a good 
grip of the building. 

Almost from the 
obvious that it was impossible to 
save the building, so the firemen 
turned ther attention ta confining 
the flames and preventing their 
spreading to the neighbouring 
; houses. In this they were success- 
ful, although the two houses on 
cither side of the gutted one had 
their windows scorched and suffered 
damaye fram water.

The extent of the loss has not vet 
been ascertained, but it ia estimated 
fo amount to several tens of thou- 
kands of dollars.

No dives were lost, those in the 
building escaping at the first indica- 
j tion of danger. The flames spread 
so rapidly that they barely had time 
lto xet into the street before the 
| stairs collapsed, followed a little 
after by the upper floors. 

Little or no property was saved; 
but, even so, those in the house may 
be considered lucky to have escaped 
with their lives.

OPTIMISM PREVAILS 
Hankow Officials Hope 
For Peace 
DISPOSITION OF TROOPS 


80,000 Men in Cities of 
Wa-Han 


Hankow, Yesterday. 
The situation is quiet and there 


Jarre no signs of milltary activity. 


Optimism continues to prevail, 
officialdom expressing con- 
fidence that with the forthcoming 
arrival at Nanking of General Li 
{the Kwangsi leader 
hitherto at Hankow) from Shang- 
hai and of Marshal Li Chai-sum 
{the Kwangsi leader at Canton) 
from Canton, a peaceful settlement 
with the National Government 
over the Hunan coup can be nego- 
tiated. 

The present disposition of the 
Hankow troops is stuted, roughly, 
to be:— 

80,000 men in the three cities of 
Wu-Han and stretching In an ir- 
regular line from Hankow north- 
ward along the Peking-Hankow 
Railway to Kwangshui (i.e, to the 
northern frontier of Hupeh — pro- 
vince, watching the “Christian 
General]’s" men in Honan) and also 
along the north bank of the Yang- 
laze River down to Wusueh (to 
watch for an advance by Nanking's 
troops) ; 

30,000 men garrisoning Hunan 
province and its eastern bound- 
ary, separating it from Kiangsi pro- 
vince (the General of which sup- 
ports Nanking); 

20,000 men in the smaller towns. 
of Hupeh province.—Reuter. 

Nanking’s Contingent 

A Royal Naval communique issued 
yesterday reads:— 

“From Nanking it is reported 
that an estimated number of at 
Jeast 20,000 men have now been sent 
up the Yangtsze River. Theae con- 
sist of the 1st division from Pengpu 
and the 11th division from Tanyang 
and district. Their destination Is 
understood to be Anking (which is 
in Anhul province, 168 miles above 
Nanking and 89 miles below Kiu- 
kiang which, in turn, is 142 miles 
from Hankow). 

“Nanking officiais are confident 
that no fighting will take place. 

“There appear to be no troops 
moving up-river above Kiukiang. 

“The Nanchang-Kiukiang Rail- 
way (in Kiangsi province) was 
commandeered (by the loca) mill- 
tary) on March 7 for troop move- 
ments. The units at present in 
Kjukiang are the ith division 
(sent up by Nanking, see firat para- 
gtaph of communique) and the 86th 
brigade. 


“Three transports full of Nanking ~ 


troops passed Wuhu, bound up-river 
on March 8. 

“On the other hand, two brigades 
of Hankow troops are reported to 
have moved down-river to Wusueh.”
